petroleum stored in the building in case of its escape from the building; or a combination of 
these methods may be adopted. ‘ 

4. The drums or aa receptacle in which the petroleum is contained must be so 


eubstantially constructed and secured as not to be liable, except under circumstances of gross. 


negligence or extiaordinary accident, to be broken or become defective, leaky or insecure in 
transit; and the nature of the contents, and also the words “highly inflammable” must be 
distinctly marked on each. 

5. No smoking, or light or fire of any description, shall be permitted at any time within 
or near any building licensed under this rule. 

6. No drum or othe: receptacle containing dangerous petroleum shall be opened, or 
the petroleum drawn off, within or near any building licensed under this rule.

REVISED WATER-RATE RULES FOR THE MIDNAPORE CANAL. 


The 4th October 1904.

1. The Divisional Oanal Officer is responsible for maintaining the canal in an efficient 
condition for the distribution of water to the lessees, for the closing of the outlets in rotation 
when required, for providing drainago channels and generally for all engineering work 
involved in its management. ‘Ihe word “canal” is here used as defined in section 5 of the 
Aut. 

2. The Deputy Collector is responsible for the assessment and collection of water-rates 
accruing to Government from the canal. 

8. Except as provided in the Act, and én these rules, no appeal shall lie from any 
order passed by a Canal Officer, but the Subdivisional Canal Officer shall modify any order 

assed by him in accordance with the order of the Divisional Oanal Officer, and the Sub-
